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BLAKE EDWARDS must have 
been looking for trouble when he 
decided to call his film A Fine 
Mess. A mess it certainly is, but 
there is nothing fine about it, any 
way you look at it, Few things are 
more depressing in cinema than an 
: uufunny comedy desperately 
trying to amuse and duing every- 
thing wrong [tom the word go. 

This is one of Edward's frequent 

experiments in slapstick, a difficult 
{genre to tackle since the end of the 
silent era, for its basic ingredient is 
movement, pure movement, and 
film-makers have been trained for 
tou Jong to rely on the spoken word 
any time they have to give their 
actors it break. 

In the past, Edwards his man- 
aged quite nicely with slapstick 
cither hy piling on mountains of 
effects (The Great Rave); incorpor- 
ating it into the pseudo actions of 
The Pink Panther series; or using it 
to pour out his bitterness against 
Hollywood in 8.0. Β. 

But in all these, he at least had 
the excuse of a plot to hang the 
routines on, and he had some 
highly-trained and astute perfor- 

ἢ mers to carry them through, 
- whether it was Jack Lemmon or 
. Peter Sellers. 

Here, he attempts a kind of 
Abbot and Costello situation, but 
| none of the actors is either Abbott 
or Costello, let alone geniuses like 
Laurel and Hardy. They are just a 
" bunch of hard-working journey- 
men, rushing around in a state of 
frenetic despair, with all the ele- 
gance and style of a TV sitcom, and 
not one of the best kind at that. 

It's all about a lecherous, unem- 
ployed actor who happens to 
eavesdrop on two clumsy goons as 
they are drugging a racehorse and 
bragging about it. As he is about to 
miake his escape, they spot him and 
the first of the countless races in 
the picture is on. The actor gets 
awuy into a movie set, steals a car, 
drives to a hamburger joint and 
picks up his pal, a timid, roller- 
skating waiter, to launch the big 
adventure. They'll use the waiter's 
‘4 meagre savings to bet on the doped 
‘Y horse and make a bundle, or so 
they think. 

No use going inlo further details. 
Let's just point out that on top’ of 
this couple und the two goons chas- 
ing them, there are a singing “god- 
father" who employs the goons; his 
ee. wife; a bespecta- 

assistant auctioneer with a yen 
fur Indian food; a greedy brother- 
in-law; and an imperturbable black 
butler. All of these have to func- 
tion together somehow. But they 
don’t. , 

They don't because Edwards 
obviously doesn't like any of them, 
finds them all despicable and takes 
a perverse pleasure in mistreating 
them ‘all. The great thing about 
Robert Preston or Lesley Ann 
Warren in his Victor/Victoria was ἡ 
the human dimension beyond the 
funny stuff, and that’s just an ex- 
ample. 

One can go back to the classic 
‘silents and follow the history of 
pan Bs through to Jerry Lewis 
‘gnd ‘always find the same thing. 
“Unless you, the audience, root just 
a little for the poor guy up there 
: who is getting so hopelessly into 
‘one trouble after another, the com- 
αν doesn't really work for any 
ngth of time. 

, Not to mention that a team con- 
sisting of such actors as Tad Dan- 
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son, Stuart Margolin and sadly 
over-exposed Richard Mulligan, 
who is by now repeating himself ad 
absurdum, is not up to the task of 
performing a real high-class slap- 
Stick act. 


WHEN Michael Cimino spent 
almost $40 million on Heaven's 
Gate and the picture turned out to 
be a dud, all Hollywood rose up in 
arms, screaming blue murder. So 
venerated a company as United 
Artists was dragged under by the 
heavy expenses or the lack of trust 
in its directors, and it was supposed 
to be the ultimate lesson for the 
film community on how not to 
spend money on personal whims, 
The only thing that happened 
today when $40m. of Universal 
Studios’ money went down the 
draiy was that president’ Frank 
Pierce resigned (a nice way: of 
putting the termination of his em- 
ployment by the company). Other- 
wise, everybody took the matter in 
stride, as if it were just α bad bet. 
Maybe this is because the man 
directly responsible for the 
monumental blunder of Howard 
the Duck is none other than 
George Lucas, and Lucas hes 
made so much money for Holly- 
wood until now, whether in his Star 
Wars series, his ventures with 
Steven Spielberg, or his enormous- 
ly lucrative special effects industry 
that nobody has really dared to 
speak out loud against him. What's

Which doesn't mean that in a 
couple of years or it won't become 
a cult movie for midnight screen- 
ings. After all, many turkeys have 
gone that way, and are now acting 
like swans when it's dark enough to 
confuse the audience. 


ONE MORE turkey, made in 
Israel, Af My Loving, is at best a 
tentative student film, often look- 
ing like rushes that haven't been 
edited, and suggesting a kind of 
bashful, stuttering Lenon Popsicie 
suddenly gone soulful. 

Daniel, just out of his teens but 
often behaving like a tot, is in love 
with Sigal, who has just left him. 
While pining for her, he reviews his 
present flirtation techniques, his 
first romantic experiences in 
elementary school, his long- 
standing friendship with the bumb- 
ling Oren, his trips to red-light 
districts to relieve sexual press- 
ures, and, of course, his relu- 
tionship with Sigal. 

All this is revealed as he sits in 
front of his lypewniter, talking 
Hebrew but obviously typing in 
some kind of foreign language (the 
typewriter has Latin characters) 
and drowns his sorrow ina bottle of 
Johnnie Walker. 

The flashbacks, strung onc after 
the other, look as if they had been 
taken from different films. There is 
no emotional build-up between 
them, and no narrative necessity to 
use them at all. 

Worst of all is the total lack of 
feeling for a place, an atmosphere 
and a background, The entire pro- 
ceedings are located somewhere in 
limbo, as if programmed by some- 
one who has no roots anywhere, 

One reason may well be that 
director Jorge Weller was born in 
Argentina, is a relative newcomer 
to this country and his script was 
originally written in Spanish, poss- 
ibly with another place as its basis, 

Adapted into Hebrew and 

moved to Israel (at least, one 
assumes it is Israel, since every- 
body speaks Hebrew except 
Daniel’s parents, who speak Span- 
ish with an Argentinian accent), 
the story loses any semblance. of 
credibility. It floats in a realm of its 
own, where the only thing young 
people ever think about is whether 
to get laid and with whom, and how 
much sentiment should be invested 
in that kind of exercise. 

The acting of Alon Aboutboul as 
Daniel and Ree Rosenfeld as Sigal 
seems quite accidental, as if they 
were not just given free rein, but 
were almost forgotten in the rush 
and left to fend for themselves. 
Being wet behind the ears as they 
are, they couldn't be expected to 
do better than they do here, and 
that is rather poorly. 

The same is true of all the other 
contributions whether the heavy- 
handed use of Israeli pop music on 
the soundtrack with significant 
overtones (another tribute to ev- 
erything from American Graffiti to 
Lemon Popsicle) or Gad Danzig's 
murky photography. 

Had this really been a students’ 
film, one would have been tempted 
to suggest that additional lessons in 
script-writing and the direction of 
actors was essential. But ‘having 
made an ambitious short with poli- 
tical undertones such as Ernesio, 
Weller should have known better. 0 
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ISRAEL's reputation as a major 
supplier of leading violinists to the 
music world has been solidly estab- 
lished for decades. Featured in the 
recent IPO jubilee concerts, Itzhak 
Perlman, Pinhas Zukerman and 
Shionio Mintz appear ns star perfor- 
mers in ull the great festivals and 
concert series the warld over. In 
recent years, however, this country 
appears to be turning into the home 
of internationally-acciaimed pianists 
as well. What's more, quite a few 
achieve recognition not as students 
of an important school abroxd, but 
while based at home. . 

While Natasha Tadson, who won 
prizes in several international con- 
tests, including our own Rubinstein 
competition, could still be consid- 
ered a fepicsentative of the cele- 
brated Russian piano school and 
Yefim Bronfman attended the Juil- 
liard in New York before taking off 
on ἃ big carcer, Jian Rechtman, 
Daniel Gortler and Ory Shihor were 
Israeli-born and locally trained. 

All three won prestigious interna- 
tional awards -- Rechtman in San 
Antonio (U.S.), Gortler in Geneva 
and Munich, and Shihor in New 
York. The latest addition to this elite 
group is Ran Zemach, who trium- 
phed a few weeks ago in an interna- 
tional contest in ΤΌΚγΟ, 

For the 17-year-old pianist from 
Ashdod, it was his first international 
competition. The youngest among 
76 participants, Zemach felt any- 
thing but intimidated, though. “I 
was confident of success," he said. 
“There is no difference, really, be- 
tween a competition and a concert. 1 
saw it as one of my performances.” 

Still, the competition was stiff. 
Four contestants came from Russia, 
five from Poland, (The East Euro- 
peans are known for the strict 
Screening and meticulous training 
they un a prior to such events.) 

ndrey Diev of the Soviet Union, 
who shared the top prize with Ran, is 
28 years old, with three previous 
intemational awards under his belt. 
Among the other prize-winning par- 
ticipants, several had distinguished 
themselves at the Rubinstein com- 
petition in Tel Aviv last April. In

Tokyo, they did not reach the finals. 
The jury of 12 included three judges 
from Soviet bloc countries. More 
comforting was the presence on the 
panel of Arie Vardi, Ran's teacher. 


THE YOUNG pianist is hard- 
ressed to point to the best of his 
our appearances during the com- 

petition. True, the final round, in 

which Zemach was one of six chosen 
to play with an orchestra, was some- 
thing special. : 

His piece was the Chopin E minor 
concerto, and he was performing in 
the sold-out Bunka Kaikan hal). 
“Even before the orchestra finished 
playing, a pandemonium of cheers 
and bravos broke out, something 


highly unusual for the reserved and 
well-mannered Japanese." 

Zemach, a hard worker, did not 
have time to listen ta fellow- 
contestants play. “Each competitor 
was assigned to three hours a day of 

wactice which is, of course, ver 
ittle,” he says. ‘Fortunately, as 
chose to perform on a Yamaha, one 
of the three available instruments, T 
was not dependent on this schedule 
and could practise on Yamaha 
pianos for as long as I wished.” 

Ran Zemach sprung to local 
prominence when he performed the 
first movement of Rachmaninoff's 
First concerto in a young people's 
concert given by the Israel Philhar- 


Wonig, and conducted by “uhin 
Mehta The pettornuinee was tele- 
sized and brovkast Ram fsinn, 
the MC. told Usteners αὐ the time, 
that Zemach’s hebby was. . phasing 
the piano, Thiee years later, the 
young artist cecalls the remark and 
adds, UC ansthing, this hubhy is 
stranger still.” 

Ran says that everyone at tis high 
school, Comprehensive Alet in 
Ashdod, trom which he is te gradu: 
ate gex summer. is most consider 
ate. Since he has te spend many 
hours daily at the piano, an artange- 
ment was worked out for Ran to 
study at home, taking periodic ex- 
uminatious. Chessmiates at hs seteal 
were euphotic about the ‘Tokyo win: 
“They made lots of noise, put up 
placards. It was it victory tor all of 
us.” 


RAN’S PARLSITS met while study- 
ing piano at the Tel Aviv Music 
Academy. Yehoshua, now an en- 
gineer, has always played the orches- 
tral accompaniments for his son's 
concerto auditions. Ran’s elder 
brother, now in the army, plays 
guitar; his younger sister plays the 
piano. Indeed, three pianos grace 
the family home. 

Ran‘s mother, Aviva, began 
teaching him the instrument when he 
was six. At the age of nine, the boy 
was introduced to Arie Vardi, pian- 
ist, teacher and the Zemachs’ fellow 
student from Academy days. 

“He was very quiet.” recounts 
Vardi. “He had marvellous hands 
and very impressive repertory." 

Initially, Ran carried on working 
with his mother and taking monthly 
lessons from Vardi. Then the rhythm 
intensified. Now, however, lessons 
are crowded into Vardi’s visits here 
from Hanover, Germany, where he 
is currently on sabbatical. 

Arie Vardi describes Zemach as 
tremendously gifted and unusually 
intelligent: “At his first lesson, Ran 
prepared a piece the way most pea- 
ple do for a performance.” Despite 

is natural, technical fluency, Ran is 
not drawn to virtuoso pieces. “He is 
after the really big challenges -- the 
Hammer-klavier sonata by Beet- 


νὰ Seound Comite by Brahms, 
and he sat hos best playing Bach.”

[t doesn't often happen that an 
international jury awards first prize 
tu such a young player. Yet μη 
teacher believes the acclaim wilt 
cause neither psychulogical nor edu- 
cational harm. 

“Ran is one of those rare people 
who have to be urged to work /ess, 
not more," says Vasdi. "The com- 
petition has not changed this one bit. 
Of course, now the practising will be 
far more closely integrated with per- 
forming." 

Zemach is scheduled to tour Japan 
in July and again, in October, He is 
hoping for engagements in America 
and Europe as well. 

Another thing he is hoping for is to 
get on 50 well that he will "aot need 
to enter any more competitions.”

CN THIS world of computers, digital 
drums and other electronic gadgets,

Intimidated by the techno-pop

Good fortune smiled on him and 
his recordings leaked out, reaching 
the ears of the huge RCA company. 
Hornsby was immediately received 
there with a warm welcome. 

{t seems that music can still be 
made with a piano and reach the top 
ten, as Bruce Hornsby has proved to 
us. Along with his group, The 
Range. Homsby has succeeded in

WHETHER HE is called Hanoch 
Rosenne or Eno Rosenn, his mime 
can delight audiences, as it did at the 
Jerusalem Sherover Theatre (De- 
cember 31), He makes lavish use of 
multi-media lighting. video, ‘taped 
voice, sounds, music - all carefully 
synchronized with what he is doing. 
Yet the real show is the mime him- 
self and his fantastic skills. 

He can move his arms so fast that 
the images become blurred. His run- 
ning looks as if he conld win at the 
Olympics. Slight in build, he can give 
an illusion of impressive size. 

As a Holmes-like, pipe-smoking 
sleuth investigating a murder, he was

tall and hefty, And he was all the 
victims, too - the miser counting his 
money, the wife, the servant, the 
ardener, the cripple. Fis adventure 
irst with a typewriter and then with 
computers was choreographic com- 
edy: a litthe man agaisist machines. 
Rosenn's humour was sometimes 
childlike but always sure-footed. 
How the children in the full house 
enjoyed the way he ran up and down 
the steps in the aistes, looking for 
(and getting) participants for his 
“car drive” and his “motorbikes."' 
His visit to a supermarket was every- 
“one's story. His rides on a non- 
existent escalator were not new but 
never failed to amuse. Yet he could 
also be serious and subtle - as in the 
drama of the man racing himself into 
heart attacks. 
Rosenn’s style may derive from 
many sources, but it is ultimately 
based on his own ability to conjure 


up and communicate recognizuble 
images. 


ONLY IN the second half of Fiesta 
by Silvia Duran and her company ai 
the Rebecca Crown Auditeriam in 
Jerusalem (January 1) did the per- 
eran really come to Spanish 
ife. 

The fault was less with the dancing 
than with the staging, The pitchblack 
buckground, with nothing to relieve 
it or give it perspective, was a mis- 
take. A single Spanish shawl could 
have provided the right touch of 
eolour and contrast. 

As it was, the Café de Chinitas 
looked low-key; and Duran's own 
first solo, despite its classical Spanish 
elegance, could not overcome the 
dinning effect of her black dress 
Against total black, 

The big, ugly lamp at the edge of 
the stage was another obstacle, cut- 
ting every move ih two. Even the 
beautiful costumes of the Fandango 
(three women) did not quite raise 
the temperature of the lovely dance 
in that setting. 

Tt was only with ΕἸ Amer Bruje 
that the stage cume fully alive, 
Women in muny-coloured costumes, 
bringing in props and moving with 
portentous, ritualistic grace, set the 
scene. Durin, in flaming red, centre 
Stage, exorcising her demon, was a 
witch -- and here the ugly lamp gave 
the right suggestions of fire in the fire 
dance. 

Thereafter, every pact of the Fies- 
ta was just that ~ not Jeast becatse 
seven stools covered with eoloured 
cloths touk away the bleakness, and 
the lively costuming helped to put 
the flame into flamenco. 


IT WAS a pity that Eli Levy, the 
Israeli mime who works mostly 
abroad, gave a performance during a 
recent visit only at ZOA House in 
Tel Aviv (December 26). He has 
been coming here from time to time 
for the Rubin Academy Suminer 
Courses in Jerusalem and his 
teaching is suid co be ng aah 
His one-inan performances should 
be more frequent here.

THERE IS an old Spanish saying 
that God created cats so that. man 
can pet a tiger. In Isracl we have no 
tigers, but there are several repre- 
sentatives of the cat family in the 
region, although I do not recom- 
mend that anyone try to pet them. 


The largest and most impressive of 
these, of course, is the leopard, 
which has been making a dramatic 
population comeback in the last 30 
years. Giora Ilani of the Israel Na- 
ture Reserves Authority has devoted 
the-last 15 years to the search for, 
and study of, these large carnivores: 
who live, for the most part, in the 
desert areas, feeding on ibex, gazel- 
les, porcupines, hares and smaller 


prey. 
But there are other wild felines in 


Israel, and although few people ever 


see them, they are an important part 
of the ecological system. Like most 
carnivores, they are nocturnal and 
well-supplied with protective colour- 
ing, shyness and stealth. 


THE SMALLEST of these cats is 
the native wild cat, Felis lybica, or 
Libyan wild cat, which is distributed 
throughout the Middle East. It is 
believed that this is the cat from 
which the ancient Egyptians 
domesticated the familiar domestic 
cat more than 5,000 years ago. 

It is like the house cat in size and 
shape but is always either grey or 
yellowish-brown, and always has 
three dark rings at the tip of the tail. 
{t feeds principally on rodents and 
ground-nesting birds but is also quite 
a good climber and has been known 
to raid nests in trees. There are a 
good many of them in Israel, espe- 
cially the Galilee. 

Larger than the wild cat is the 
‘Swamp Cat, Felis chaus. These are 
often mistaken for leopards 
although they are only about half as 
large, rarely weighing more than 12 
kilos. 

These cats are darkish tan with a 
rather mottled fur, dark rings on a 
relatively short tail and on the fore- 
legs. They have dark tufts of hair on 
the tips of their éars. They do not 
confine themselves to swamps, but 
are often seen in canebrakes and 
reed beds, and even in corn or sun- 
flower fields. They also hunt rodents, 
hares and partridge. 


MOST BEAUTIFUL of our wild 
felines, to my taste, is the desert 
lynx, Lynx caracal. 

These are sleek, awift-moving cats 
with very long ear-tufts that some- 
times geoep down almost to the 
shoulder. They are seen fairly often, 
since they sometimes hunt at twilight 
orin the éarly morning. - 

There are many of these cats in the 
Negev and the Lachish area, and in 
recent years they have appeared 
more and more frequently in the 
Jerusalem hills and around Ramle. 

Their colour is a particularly 
beautiful russet-fawn, and their ear- 
tufts and facial markings are stri-. 


kingly black against their fur, high- [:

WHEN Dr. Ron Loewenstein stunted 
playing al the Jerusalem Scrabble 
Chib, he was, fi ly. pour pkiyer. 
ries were intrequent. His 
a wis ume of the lowest 
among the 72 roster players. But he 
loved the game and enjoyed the club 
atmosphere, so he stuck if oul. 

He might have found a nive tittle 
niche among the club's large casual 
contingent, bul seemingly over- 
night, it all came 10 him: the anatytie- 
al strategies, the tactics, board pat- 
tern perception and the bingo. And 
Scrabble becaine a whole new game 
to Lowenstein. 

He surged to a first-place finish in 
Division C that season, and won the 
Division ALA pee while his 
average rocketed to 380, His succes- 
ses earned a promotion to Division B 
where the competition level natural- 
ly is much higher, But from the very 
first week of the current season, he 
has been in first place there, too, and 
at this point, through 17 sessions of 
the 25-week scason, his lead over the 
player in second place is becoming 
insurmountuble, 

His closest contenders for promo- 
tion to the elite 16 of Division A are 
likewise “‘Eurekas," players for 
whom tactical Scrabble suddenly 
clicked.

Out of step 


ROSELAND, the title of tonight's ITV feature 
film at 10.15, is a dance hall in New York, 
patronized mostly by older singles. It is the focal 
point of their social tives. Writer Ruth Prawer- 
Jhabvala has made Roseland the backdrop for 
three short stories successfully woven together ina 
single tapestry. She also scripted the film directed 
by James Ivory which features Teresa Wright, Lou 
Jacobi, Christopher Walken, Geraldine Chaplin 
and Lilia Skala in the main roles. One of the stories 
revolves around a widow and a widower, both of 
whom put ona facade to cover emotional pain. The 
other is about an aging beauty who is in danger of 
losing the companionship of her gigolo to a youn- 
ger woman. The third story is about an impressive 
elderly woman who is determined to win the 
Roseland dance contest and who demands more 
from her partner-than he is able to give. 


IF THERE is an identifiable impression of Israeli 
culture, the credit is largely due to graphic artist 
David Tartakower, initiator and coordinator of 
numerous museum and gallery exhibits and events, 
and prizewinner of many design competitions. 
Tartakower, at 11.05 tonight on Radio Network 
Two, discusses his cultural and political attitudes 
with Dialogue host Yitzhak Livni.-The two examine 
today’s cultural symbols against the cultural herit- 
age bequeathed by the founding fathers of the 
state. 


DESPITE a decision by Broadcasting Authority 
Director-General Uri Porat to suspend the month- 
ly live broadcast Police Investigation, alleging a 
lack of cases to fire public interest, the show is once 
again being broadcast as scheduled next Monday 
night. This is the third programme in the series in 
which unsolved crimes are reconstructed in the 


hope that eye-witnesses will come forward to aid” 


the police in their investigations, The programme is 


a cooperative venture between Israel Television 
and the Israel Police. 


WHETHER by accident or design, the programme 
immediately following Police Investigation at 10.30 
on Monday also concentrates on unsolved crimes. 
The docu-drama The Caravaggio Conspiracy re- 
constructs the story of journalist Peter Weston who 
acted as an undercover agent for two of the world’s 
major auction houses, Sotheby’s and Christies, to 
try to locate stolen art treasures. 


ADAPTED FROM the story by Jacques Chau- 
vire, Seagulls on the River Saone, which will be 
screened on ETV at 2.15 on Tuesday, is about the 
extraordinary friendship between two small boys 
growing up in central France in the autumn of 1920. 
One of the boys is suffering from a nagging illness 
which robs him of his strength and affects his 
personality. The ailment intrudes on the 
friendship. The sick boy, who refuses to be pitied, 
becomes harder to please. The film was directed by

At your local 


HOW WOULD you like to be privy to meetings of 
your local council? If Amos Ron, chairman of the 
committee advocating community centre televi- 
sion, has his way, you will be party to council 
meetings from the comfort of your living room. 
Ron, who was one of the speakers at a recent 
seminar organized at the Hebrew University by the 
Martin Buber Centre for Adult Education and the 
Institute for Communications, conceded that while 
it sounds fantastic today to talk of communily 
television, it is something conceivable in the near 


future. 


He forecast that within two or three years, there 
will be in excess of 200 community stations scat- 
tered throughout the country. Though community 


cable television and radio networks have not been | 


overly successful abroad, Ron believes that they 
will flourish in this country. As the electronic 
media becomes an increasing part of people's lives, 
he. predicted, more people will want to use it for 
local purposes. Many people will be more con- 
cerned with what’s happening closer to home than 
with what is going on in the global village made 
accessible by satellite. 

Ron sees community television as a multi- 
faceted outreach programme based on local needs 
and goals. Unemployment, for instance, could 
appear to be minimal on a nationwide basis, but 
could severely affect one specific town or region 
whose unemployed residents might need vocation- 
al retraining. Such retraining could be generated 
through community television,.in tandem with 
reviews of vacant situations. : 

Community television, emphasized Ron, is an 
ideal outlet for special age and special interest 
groups. The main problem is to provide the proper 
infrastructure and training, in addition to overcom- 


- ing the obstacle in the cable television law which 


bans advertising for the first five years. 


Nonetheless, he was confident that communities 
would be able to finance their own programmes if 
the desire was strong enough. Citing the scores of 
pirate stations whose services the households of the 
nation are funding, Ron was certain that the public 
would be willing to pay for what it really wants to 
see. 


THE GROUNDWORK for community television 
has already been laid by those kibbutzim which five 
years ago pioneered closed circuit, video-taped 
progammes, designed to inform members about 
kibbutz-related issues. 

Kibbutz Hazorea’s Arnon Tamir showed two 
programmes to illustrate the impact of community 
television. One featured a summer camp in which 
the children of Hazorea were integrated with those 
of the nearby township of Yokne’am. The two 
communities have been neighbours for nearly half 
acentury but had very little to do with each other. 
The summer camp was an enormous success in 
.which close friendships were forged between thé 
youngsters. εν 

The patents of the children involved were 
pleased by the new development and wondered 
aloud why it hadn't happened years ago. The video

everyone in the kibbutz and to introduce them to 
some of the people from Yokne’am. _ 

In the second programme, several kibbutz mem- 
bers who are not usually in the forefront of 
activities were interviewed and asked to sum up 
their impressions of the past year. One young 
woman declared that the community atmosphere 
of the kibbutz was a myth. No one greeted anyone 
any more, she said. People passed each other like 
strangers, barely exchanging a nod. Hardly anyone 
spoke to her. 

To the interviewer, it was the woman herself who 
projected an air of distance. He told her frankly 
that he always had the feeling that she didn’t want 
totalktohim. | 2 

After the programme was broadcast, the woman 
couldn't take two steps without someone saying 
hello to her. Whereas she had found it difficult to 
initiate a conversation and to communicate her 
feelings within the group, the video camera had not 
frightened her at all and it had helped to make 
others aware of her particular problem. Solutions 
are not always that easy, but community television 
can do a lot to raise community consciousness. 

Tamir cited another example of a programme, 
made with the objective of encouraging water 
conservation. The target was a 15 per cent saving, 
which might have been achieved if someone had 
just given a speech to all the members. ς 

Following the programme, which showed on-site 
examples of savings and waste, the target was 
surpassed and Hazorea recorded a 25 per cent 
saving. :

placed on transmissions from synagogues. In addi- 
tion, no one has figured for whom these broadcasts 
are intended. ᾿ 
Itis quite permissible for Christians who don't go 
to church to watch television on the Sabbath and 
other holy days. In Israel,.the only synagogue 
services which can be televised live are the peniten- 
tial prayers (αἰ οἱ) prior to Rosh Hashana and the 
Purim reading, both of which may bore the non- 
religious viewer due to a lack of ritual ceremony. 
Last year, for the first time, Israel Television i 
broadcast a Pessah Seder service in its entirety, said 
Offenbacher. It was a bit pointless for the religious- 
ly observant since they couldn’t watch it. As for the 
non-observant who may have been seeking reli- 
gious guidance, the programme failed in its task 
because the most important symbol of the festival — 
the unleavened bread — was not exposed to the 
camera even once. 
ITV has a problem, said Offenbacher, because 
its definitions do not correspond with those of its 
viewers. ITV describes its festival programmes as 
being traditional rather than religious, but groups 
of students to whom Offenbacher spoke equate 
tradition with nostalgic songs. In its presentations 
on the Jewish festivals, Offenbacher thinks that 
ITV “is not on the same wavelength” as its viewers. 
"Just as it is careful about the sensitivities of the 
religious public in restricting its synagogue broad- 
casts, ITV is equally meticulous in not offending 
the secular public. Offenbacher noted that on Rosh 
Hashana, for.instance, there was not a ‘single 
programme which would indicate to the visitor to 
Israel that the country was celebrating the Jewish 
New Year. There was only the set formula for 
religious and general holidays: a programme of 
nostalgic songs; the Mabat news; a classical concert
